Thit Tue Hitsrortcan MaGazine was estab- 
lished in January, 1857, as a monthly periodical 
devoted to the Antiquities, History, and Biogra- 
phy of America; that it circulates, principally, 
as it has always circulated, to yearly subscribers, 
many of them dating back to its first number; 
that those subscribers are residing in every State 
of the Union, except Mississippi, in every Terri- 
tory thereof, and in Canada, England, Holland, 
France, and Greece; and that few publications, 
devoted to special branches of knowledge, have 
secured and maintained a higher reputation and 
w wider influence, in every part of the Union. 

Your memorialist further represents that, from 
Janzary, 1857, until October, 1871, Tae Hrs- 
TORICAL MaGAzINE was published, without in- 
terruption; that, in the latter month, your me- 
morialist was stricken down with a severe attack 
of congestion of the brain, compelling him to 
withdraw from all mental labor and requiring 
the temporary suspension of the Magazine; that, 
in January, 1873, your memori:list had so far 
recovered his health that he was enabled to re- 
sume his labors and continue the publication of 
the Magazine; and that from the latter date— 
January, 1873—until the present time, the Mag- 
azine has been steadily printed, as it was before 
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this Memorial is the formal protest and com- 
plaint. 

Your memorialist further represents that, from 
its commencement, in January, 1857, until now, 
Tie Historical MAGAztne has steadily confined 
its attention to the special subjects to which it 
was originally devoted, by its distinguished pro- 
jectors and founders; that, as far as your me- 
movialist has knowledge, there was : ot, at any 
time, any attempt or desire, whatever, on the part 
of those who successively edited or published 
it, prior to the assumption of those duties by 
your memorialist, in June, 1866, to violate any 
law or any regulation of the postal-service ; that 
your memorialist, either in his capacity as Edi- 
tor, Publisher, and Proprietor of the said Mig- 
azine, during the past eight years and six months, 
or in any other capacity, at any time, is not 
conscious of having violated, or attempted or 
desired to violate, any Statute, of the United 
States or any legaily enacted Regulation of 
either or any of the Departments, so called, of 
their Executive, or of having depredated, or at- 
tempted or desired to depredate, on the reve- 
nues of the United States, by depriving, or at- 
tempting or desiring to deprive, them of any 
portion whatever of their just and legal dues ; 
and that he has neither attempted nor desired, 
and does not now ‘either attempt or desire, to 
interfere with the prompt and complete collec- 
tion of all just and legal charges, which are, 
now, or which may, hereafter, become due to 
the said United States, from those by whom 
they are now or may, hereafter, become legally 
payable, in the spirit as well as in the letter of 
the Constitution and laws of the land. 

Your memorialist further represents that, from 
the commencement of the publication of the 
said Htstor1cAL MAGAZINE, in January, 1857, 
until January, 1874, as far as he has knowledge 
on the subject, in common with the Publishers 
of all other periodicals, in every part of the coun- 
try, the several Publishers of the said Magazine 
enjoyed the uninterrupted use of the ordinary 





its temporary suspension, and regularly issued to 
its subscribers, as fur as it has been possible to 
do so, under the several embarrassments of which 


mail-facilities of the United States, for the 
transmission of the several issues of the said 
Magazine to its several subscribers, scattered 
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over the various States and Territories of the | 
United States; that the circulation of the said | 
Magazine, or of any portion or number of it, | 
has ‘not been prohibited by law,” that he 
knows of no valid reason, either in law or in | 
fact, for depriving him of those statutory facili- 
ties in the mails which other periodicals of its 
character have always enjoyed and which, prior 
to January, 1874, it always enjoyed, without 
interruption; and that he is advised by older 
and abler students of constitutional history and 
law than he is, as well as by able Counsel, 
learned in the law, that there is no such valid 
reason for ‘‘abridging the freedom” of this 
particular press, in the mails, beyond the reason- | 
able restraints to which all other periodicals of 
the same character are generally subjected by the 
laws of the land. 

Your memorialist further represents that, in 
January, 1874—after your memorialist had made 
a formal complaint to the Department, of the ir- 
regularities in the mail-service in this village 
and of his own heavy losses of mail-matter from 
the mails, probably because of those irregulari- 
ties—without any notice whatever to him or to 
any of his subscribers, without any authority 
from either the Statute, the official Regulations, 
or his superior officers in the Department, and 
in open defiance of the positive requirements of 
the Statute and of the Regulations aforesaid, 
the Postmaster in this village skcRETLY detained | 
a portion of the packages of numbers of the 
said Magazine which had been sent tv the Post- 
office, from the known office of publication of 
the said Magazine, for transmission to those who 
were annual subscribers thereto, under the pro- 
visions of Section 159 of the Statute and agree- 
ably to long-established and general usage ; that 
the said Post-master SECRETLY opened the said 
packages, without authority in law and in open 
violation of it— the packages thus detained and | 
opened by him having been addressed to other 
Post-offices than thut in which he was employed ; 
that the said Postmaster secRETLY kept the said 
packages, without notice to either your memo- | 
rialist or those to whom they had been sent, and 
without disposing of them for the bencfit of the 
United States, as he was required to do, under | 
the provision: of Section 455 of the official 
Regulations, if the matter thus detained was 
legally ‘‘ dead,” until, some weeks afterwards, 
your memorialist accidentally discovered them 
in his possession, and until, quite recently, the 
said Postmaster surreptitiously, and, in open 
violation of Section 455 of the afuresaid Regu- 
lations, returned them to the office of publiea- 
tion, without explanation, by the hands of a 
little girl, a daughter of your memoriulist, who 
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had called at the Post-office for other purposes 
than the receipt of those packages. 
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Your memorialist further represents that, in 
addition to the usurpation of authority which 
had not been vested in him by the Statute or the 


| official Regulations of the Department, by the 


Postmaster in this village. to which reference has 
been made, OTHER IRREGULARITIES, equally 
grave in their cbaracter and oppressive in their 
consequences, and equally in defiance of law and 
the rights of individuals, had been committed, 
over and over again, by him and by those who 


| were under his control ; that, in December, 1873, 


and February, 1874, formal complaints were 
made by your memorialist to the Department,con- 


| cerning those irregularities and wrong-doings ; 


that, in the latter month, what was styled ‘‘a 
‘*thorough investigation” was made of the 
subject, by a Special Agent of the Department, 
when your memorialist, as the Complainant, was 
confronted with the accused Postmaster, and 
was prepared to produce testimony to sustain 
each of his Charges and Specifications ; that the 
production of that testimony was rendered entire- 
ly unnecessary, PY THE OPEN AND UNRESERVED 
CONFESSION, then and there, BY THE ACCUSED, 
that he had done each and every of the acts 
charged against him by your memorialist ; that 
your memorialist, as the Complainant, submitted, 
in evidence, the several Laws and official Regu- 
lations, governing the several subjects, which had 
thus been defiantly and, in sume instances, crim- 
inally violated by the accused, and then confessed 


| by him; that, notwithstanding these confessions, 


by the accused, and the KNOWN readiness of your 
memorialist to prove his guilt, by other testimo- 
ny, had he not thus confessed it, and notwith- 
standing, also, the positive requirements of the 
Statute and those of the official Regulations, the 
Department determined that ‘‘ the Charges and 
‘‘ Specifications were not sustained by the evi- 
‘* dence in the case,” justified the outrages which 
had been committed by the accused, officially 


| whitewashed him, and continued him in authon- 


ty; and that, emboldened by that extraordi- 
nary action of the Department and assured there- 
by of his safety from all official interference, in 
any event, the accused has extended his aggres- 
sions and still further invaded the rights of 
individuals, in defiance alike of other interests 
than his own and of the public laws of the 
Republic. 

Your memorialist further represents that, 
before the commencement of _ this 
oficial ‘thorough investigation,” so called, 
for reasons which were evidently other than of- 
ficial, the First Assistant Postmaster-genera', at 
Washington, carried the complaints of your me- 
morialist from the ‘* Division of Special Agents 
**and Mail Depredations” and the Second Post- 
master-general, where, under the provisions of 
Section 8 of the official Regulations, they had 
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legally rested, and by whom the preparations 
for the investigation had been previously con- 
trolled, and, thenceforth, without warrant in | 
law or for any evident reason, he PERSONALLY 
controlled it; that as soon as the official white- 
wash had heen applied to the self convicted 
offnder and the offences complained of had | 
been officially justified, as have been hereinbefore 
stated, notwithstanding the positive requirements 
of the Statute and those of the official Regula- 
tions, that the offender should be duly punished 
for his mis-deeds. of which he had been legally 
convicted, the said First Assistant Postmaster- 
general arrogantly assumed that your memorial- | 
ist had been prompted, in entering and pros- 
ecuting his complaints against the offending 
Postmaster, only by ‘‘ bad temper and purtisan | 
**malignity,” so called, and determined to 
punish your memorialist for what was thus as- 
sumed to have been his bad manners toward a| 
Federal office-holder; that, in order to render 





that punishment as effective as possible, even to | 
the eatent of depriving your memorialist of his | 
means of support for himself and his family | 
and of destroying the property in which had | 
been invested nearly all his earthly possessions, 

the said First Assistant Postmaster-geueral, with- | 
out any notice whatever to your memorialist, | 
arbitrarily, and in open violation of both the | 
Constitution for the United States and the| 
Statutes, as well as of the official Regulations, 

issued a secret order to the whitewashed Post 

master in this village. to whose maladministra- 
tion of his official duties reference has been 
mude, TO CLOSK 'THE USUAL AND STATUTORY MAIL- | 
FACILITIES WHICH YOUR MEMORIALIST AND HIS | 
PREDECESS0RS, AS THE PUBLISHERS OF THE His 

TORICAL MAGAZINE, HAD LEGALLY ENJOYED, IN 
COMMON WITH OTHER PUBLISHERS OF LIKE PUB 

LICATIONS, DURING THE PRECEDING SEVENTEEN 
YKARS ; that, in consequence of the seciet order 
thus arbitrarily and Wlegally issued by the said 
Tirst Assistant Pustmaster-geneial, the packages 
of monthly numbers of the said Historica. 
MaGazineE which have been sent from the office 
of publication of that work, to the Post-office 
in this village, for transmission to the yearly 

subscribers thereto, HAVE BEKN REFUS D ADMIS- | 
SION INTO THE SAID PosT-oFFICK BUILDING, BY | 
THE PosTMASTER, IN PERSON, AND BROUGHT BACK | 
TO THE OFFICE OF PUBLICATION, BY THE MESSEN 

GEK WHO H+D CARRIED THEM TO THE SAID Post 

OFFICE; that, notwithstanding your memorialist 
has applied to the Postmaster-general for copies 
of the papers on file in the Department, on which 
the said arbitrary und illegal order from the 
First Assistant Postmaster- general, to which refer- 


ence has been made, was nominally based, and | 





for a copy of the order itself, that application 


has been arbitrarily and curtiy denied: by the | 


said First Assistant Postmaster-general, in open 
violation of the Constitution for the United 
States, the public laws of the land, and the 
well-settled principles of justice; that, because 
of the promulgation of the said arbitrary and 
illegal order of the First Assistant Postmaster- 
general, because of the ready obedience to that 


| order by the Postmaster whom your memorialist 


had previously prosecuted and convicted and 
the First Assistant Postmaster-general had offic- 
lally whitewashed and justified in his wrong- 
doing, and because of THE REFUSAL, BY THE 
SAID POSTMASTER, TO ALLOW THE MONTHLY 
PACKAGES OF THE MAGAZINE TO BY DEPOSITED IN 
THE Post OFFICE, FOR TRANSMISSION TO THE 
SEVERAL YEARLY SUBSCRIBERS TO THE WORK, 
your memorialist has been compelled to employ 
other and extraordinary means, at a heavy outlay 
of time and money, for the delivery of the 
several numbers of the said Magazine which 
have been sent, since March, 1874, to those who 
have subscribed for them; and that, notwith- 
standing your memorialist has repvatedly re- 
quested a revocation of the said arbitrary and 
illegal order, and notwithstanding, in his capacity 
as the Publisher of a periodical, he has recently 
complied with a requisition issued without due 
warrant of law and evidently for the purpose of 
annoying and degrading your memorialist, by the 
First Assistant Postmaster-general aforesaid— 
which requisition, under Section 162 of the 
Statute, can be made only on the Publisher of a 
periodical who is enjoying the statutory mail- 
facilities of which your memorialist has been 
arbitrarily and illegally deprived, and then only 
by other officials than him who, in this instance, 


| made it; and is made only in cases where frauds 


have been perpetrated by those who have abused 
their legal privileges, as Publishers—no atten- 
tion whatever has been paid to his requests ; the 
order referred to is unrevoked ; and your memo- 
trialist and Tae HisroricaL MaGazingE continue 
to be deprived of those postal-facilities which, 
by the written law of the land, are the unques- 
tionable rights of both. 

Your memorialist further represents that the 


| Federal and State Courts, in this vicinity, are 


equally without power to compel, by a manda- 
mus or Other summary process, of any kind, the 
specific official obedience of either the offending 
Postmaster or the equally offendiug First Assist- 
ant Postmuster-general to the well-defined law 
of the land; that the right of your memorialist 
to prosecute the offending Postmaster for the 
statutory penalties imposed upon him for having 
Violated the provisions of the Statute and those 
of the official Regulations, is hampered with 
provisions-—aitfully mtroduced into the Statute, 
for the evident purpose of protecting those of- 
ficial uffenders who are favorites of the Depart- 
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ment or friends of those who are such favorites— 
which give the ‘*‘ superintendence” of ‘* ar”! 
such proceedings toa Federal Executive office- 
holder, at Washington, without any limitation ; 
and that the only remedy, in law, which your 
memorialist possesses, in this case—if remedy it 
may he called—is the legal right to prosecute 
the offenders for damages inflicted through their 
wrong-doing—a process which can terminate, at 
best, in an empty victory, because those who 
**sue beggars ” can reasonable expect to secure 
nothing else, in any event, than a valueless 
judgment, and because no mere verdict of a 
jury and no measure of damage can repair the 
wrong inflicted by an arbitrary, uncalled for, and 
lawless destruction of property which has re- 
quired seventeen years of earnest and intelligent 
toil, by successive Editors and Publishers, for 
its creation, or the equally monstrous wrong of | 
arbitrarily, unnecessarily, and illegally depriv- 
ing a family of its honorable means of support. 

Because of the arrogant lawlessness of the 
Federal Executive, in the instance herein referred | 
to, and of the acknowledged absence of legal | 
authority, in the Federal Judiciary, to apply a} 
remedy for the serious wrong which has been 
thus inflicted, your memorialist comes to the 
Legislature of the Republic; submits to thut 
distinguished body the story of his wrongs; and 
demands, from it, both relief and protection. He 
isa free man, the conductor of a public Press.

rights; and, generally, of obeying or of nullify- 
ing a law, at their pleasure, whenever its re 
quirements shall be convenient and agreeable 
or inconvenient and disagreeable to them.

Your memorialist finds in the same Constitu- 
tion, that ‘*No PERSON,” within the Republic, 
** shail be deprived of life, liberty, or property, 
‘* without due process of law ;” but, in the in 
stance before you, a Federal official, in one of 
the Executive Departments, and a village Post- 
master—in the spirit and with the insolence 
of despotism, arrogantly, arbitrarily, with- 
out any notice of any kind, and, without any 
** process of law,” lave ‘‘ deprived” your me- 
morialist of his statutory rights and, by denying. 
to his property the facilities of mail transit en- 
joyed, under the Statute, by other and similar 
works—the enjoyment of those facilities control- 
ing the usefulness and product of that property, 
and, consequently, its value—have depreciated 
its value and diminished its capacity for pro- 
There can be no 
greater deprivation of liberty than to be deapoiled 
of the full enjoyment of one's legal rights and 
honestly-acquired property ; and no greater de 
privation of property can be conceived, than a 
forcible and despotic depreciation of its value 
and capacity for the production of a reasonable 
revenue. 

Your memorialist finds that ‘in all criminal 
‘* prosecutions,” as well as in all civil suits, 
where the value in controversy shall exceed 
twenty dollars, that Constitution expressly pro- 
vides that ‘‘the right of trial by jury shall be 
‘* preserved ;” but, in the case under considera- 
tion, two Federal office- holders, in open defiance 
of that constitutional guaranty, have usurped 
the extraordinary authority of transforming what 
}one of them has been pleased to term ‘ bad 
‘*temper and partisan malignity ” — another 
phrase for a vigorons defense of individual 
rights against official insolence, official lawless- 
ness, and officiel plunder—ivto a criminal of- 
fense; of convicting the alleged offender, 
secretly, without a hearing, without even a cita- 
tion to answer, and without those twelve men, 
peers of the accused, which the Constitution has 
| expressly secured to every offender. 

Your memorialist also finds in that Constitu- 
tion, that no law can be made by Congress for 
‘subridging the freedum of speech or of the
